Charges Gen. Odlum 
“Made Lot of Misery”’ 


OTTAWA, July 8—(CP) — Maj.-Gen. Victor Odlum, 
former commander of the Canadian 2nd Division overseas, 
was described last night in the Commons by Col. Douglas 
Harkness (PC-Calgary East) as an army commarfder who 
“produced a great deal of misery” for the troops who had 
the “misfortune” to serve under him. 


COL. HARKNESS, who served * 
under Gen, Odlum in the Second 
Livision, made the charge in taking 
objection to government legislation 
to provision for pensions for senior 
diplomatic appointees who serve 
outside of Canada. Gen, Odlum, a 
former Canadian Ambassador to 
China, would receive superannua 
tion benefits under the legislation. 

His remarks drew from Veterans 
Minister Mackenzie the hot retort 
that they were “unworthy, mean 
and dirty” and that he resented 
Col, Harkness having the “supreme 
effrontery to attack a bigger and 
greater man.” 

Col. Harkness touched off the | 
scene when he said the legislation 
would not be well received by the 
thousands of soldiers who had the 
“misfortune” to serve under Gen. 
Odlum's command. | 

“THAT'S A WNASTY remark,” | 
snapped Col, David Croll (L-Tor- | 
onto-Spadina), who also served | 
under Gen, Odlum. “I also served 
under him. What a shameful thing | 
to say!” 

Col. Harkness continued: 
“I know that most of the men

Our basic constitution is the 
British North America Act of 1867 
—an act passed by the parliament 
at London and not subject to altera- 
tion by the Parliament at Ottawa. 

The best proof that Canada .. 
not a fully self-governing nation 
is the fact that the proposed new 
Bill of Rights could only become 
effective if and when passed by 
British MP's as an amendment to 
the British North America Act. 

When nations become fully self- 
governing—and equal with their 
former overlords—they do not “ask 
some other nation’s parliament to 
pass a resolution permitting their 
new status, They themselves pro- 
claim it. They “tell the world"— 
they do not ask nama for another 
pretty piece of paper.

Druggists fear there may be too many 
druggists, physicians fear there may be too 
many physicians, and this anxiety to limit 
competition is present in varying degrees 
among dentists, lawyers, engineers and tech- 
nicians of all kinds. 


The result of this fear is that the uni- | 


versities are induced to apply a severe 
weeding process to all students in courses 
leading towards these professions. 

Now it is quite reasonable that students 
who plainly have no aptitude for any profess- 
ion should be discouraged from entering it. 
It is unfair to the student and it is unfair 


to the public to let a young man or woman | 


go through a scholastic course to fit himself 
or herself for work for which he or she is 
obviously unfitted. 

But when this weeding out process is 
carried to the point where it becomes an 
agency of protection from competition for 
established members of a profession, that 
process becomes iniquitous and even sinister. 

We recently concluded a victorious war 


against a system of life which included a | 


closed corporation in politics. In no way 
is a closed corporation in politics any more 
Objectionable than a closed corporation in 
the professions. 

One of the limitations on persona! 
liberty exercised by the Soviet system is the 
assumption by the state of the power to 
choose a man’s vocation for him. In no way 
is the exercise of this power by the state 
any more abhorrent than the exercise of this 
power by a professional society 


Any tendency, therefore, on the part of 


the professions to squeeze out newcomers 
to those professions lest they sharpen com- 
petition partakes of the nature of both Fasc- 
ism and Communism 

It is a most undemocratic and unsafe 
proclivity.

Mobile Pickets

LONDON, July 8—(Reuters) ~ 
Mobile pickets with automobiles, 
motorcycles and bicycles stood by 
in South London today as strik- 
ing clerks tried a new plan to 
close all the 131 branches of the 
Royal Arsenal Co-operative Society 
and cut off foods and rations 
for about 540,000 families 

As the strike entered its third 
day, special “contract” pickets 
went to each branch early 
|to telephone reports 
strike headquarters should any of 
the clerks try to return to work 
Mobile pickets were then to be 
rushed to these shops 

The strikers, who are demand- 
ing higher wages and complain 
their union was too slow in press- 
ing their claim, estimated today 
that more than 3,500 shop assist- 
ants out of 4,000 had stopped work, 
and that more than 100 of the 
shops were affected

Begin Writing — 
Report on Radio 


OTTAWA, July 8—(CP)—The 
radio committee of the Commons 
met in camera today to begin work 


on a report which likely will deal 
with the contentious question of 
whether the control of radio 


broadcasting in Canada should be 
placed in the hands of a body other 
than the CBC 

The question loomed prominent- 
ly in the evidence heard by the 25- 
man committee since last May 9 
and is not likely to be overlooked 
as members sift through recom- 
mendations in the drafting of the 
report, probabl: the final one to 
be made this session. 

One prominent member of the 
jcommittee said he thought there 
| was little chance of a majority of 
recommending accept- 
jance of the requests made by the 
Canadian Association of 
casters and the Canadian Daily 
Newspapers Association for an “in- 
dependent” body to license and 
regulate radio in Canada 

Under the existing set-up the 
CBC regulates radio broadcasting 
while the transport department is- 
sues radio station licences on rec- 
ommendations of the CBC board of 
governors. The members did not 
| think there would be any major 
| change in this set-up. 

He said the committee might 
recommend some change in the 
|parliamentary handling of radio 
;matters. Revenue Minister Mc- 
|Cann now reports to parliament 
|for the CBC while reconstruction 
Minister Howe handles the radio 
} division of the transport depart- 
| ment, 


Original Member 
49th Visits Here 


One of the original officers of 
the 49th Battalion in the First 
Great War and a former city resi- 
dent, Col. Richard Smith of the 
|Indian Army is visiting briefly 
here 

Col. Smith who received his edu- 
cation in Edmonton, joined the 49th 
Battalion on its mobilization and 
went overseas in 1915. After a 
short stay in England, he transfer- 
red to the Imperial Army, and has 
seen military service in a great 
many parts of the world during 
his 32 years of service. 

During his short stop-over Col. 
Smith has visited with Dr. L. C 
Harris first war buddy, and an 
original medical officer with the 
“Forty-niners” during the initial 
war. 

He was also reunited with a sis- 
ter. Mrs. Connie Smith Mcintyre, 
a former member of the Edmon- 
ton “Grads”, now residing at Vik- 
ing. 

Although a member of the Brit- 
ish Army, Col. Smith has just re- 
cently completed his first visit to 
the small island since 1937, When 
questioned on the domestic situa- 
tion, he replied that in his opinion 
it is no better than during the re- 
|cent war. “There is no variety in 
the rationed goods.” However, 
“after living for five or six months 
in England, you don’t notice it,” 
he added 

“It is difficult to recognize the 
}old town,” said Col. Smith. 
| When questioned on the standard 
of living in India, he replied that 
“it is hard to compare with other 
| Asiatic countries, as I am not fam- 
jiliar with their standards.” How- 
ever, he added, “it would not com- 
| pare with the luxurious living in 
Canada.”
